Tlie kingduD) of Israel readied a 
Iiigb state of prosperity In the time of 
Jeroboam n, and with it oune a cou- 
dition ot luxury, dtrnvtlos and 

wickedness. 

The judginent woe of this leason is 
directed against the tfna of tiie upper 
classes in Samaria. The same sins are 
praitlced In AiiH'rica, lu the nation 
and in tlie church. With the Increase 
of wealth in America ha.s come luxury, 
corruption and gross wickedness wliicli 
stagsws the Imaginatton. It beteooves 
nil to give a listening ear, for God will 
eventually enter into Judgment. Our 
lesson is a temiicrance lesson. Temper- 
ance applies to other things than in- 
dnlgence In latosicattag liqaor. Our 
age is intoxicated with pleasnra, pur- 
suit of gain and sHflsb ambltlen. 

1. ReckleM Security (vv. 1-3). 
They were blind to the perils tliat sur- 

rouadad tbgm. Thay were llTtat to • 
fool's paradise, closing their e^es to 
tbe awroaching storm of Judgment as 
predicted by Amos. They trueted in 
the mountains of Samaria for their 
protection. They regarded th^ dty 
as imprecaable. They no ttanM re- 
garded the utterance of Amoa as im- 
practicable — the dreams of a fanatic. 

The tragic thing about tliis blindness 
on the piu t of tbe dilef «Ma of the 
natloB was thagr were as psCad 99 
with priSte that th^ Ihilod to read 
the signs of the times la tiM light of 
history (v. 2.) The cities of Calneh 
and Hamatli, though great and mighty, 
had faUm. To diarcgard the leaaoas 
of history, to dtsmlae-the thought of 
impending Judgment, is to bring near 
the "seat of violence" (v. 3). Let 
chaotic Europe and Russia be the red 
lights of warning to America, and let 
aU iajoatlee aad Haas eiiaifcBiiBa be 
laid aside. 

II. Luxury (vv. 4-6). 

The luxury of th^^se upper classes In 
Samaria expressed itself in : 1. Elxtrav- 
agant furniture (▼. 4). They had beds 
of ivory — perhaps wood inlaid with 
Ivory. Costly as their fturntture was tn 
that day, it was commonplace as com- 
pared to some of the expensive furni- 
ture and fittiugs in our great cities. 

2. Laziness (t. 4). They stretched 
thenaelTes upon thejir couches— lived 
lives of indolence. Sudi is the way 
of many .-^till. 

3. Feasted on delicacies (v. 4). The 
implication liere is that they had their 
dainties out of season. This is uiiat 
many of the rich pride themselves in. 

< Adorn their feasts Mlth music 
(v. 5). They sang idle songs — even in- 
vented musical instruments for this 
purpoae. They proetttuted the noble 
art of music to th^ acaaual feast& 

5. They drank wine (v. 6). They 
were not content with ordinary drink- 
ing vessels. They drank froiu l)owls. 
indicating excessive drinldng. They 
were ao mastered by the Intoxicating 
cup that their feasta which were 
adorned with the refinemmta of music 
ended in drunkeimess. 

III. Failure to Qrleve for Joaa p h 
(T. 6). 

Joeeidi here stands for Ephraim 

and Manasseh, his two sons. Eph- 
raim hecame the principal tril>e 
of the northern kingdom, so Joseph is 
used as a' synonym f pr the nation. The 
upper dasaaa ware Indulging ia these 
effeminate luxuries, entirely indifferent 
to the groanings of the masses. And 
whenever such a condition exist in a 
nation there is need of Amos to 
thunder God's Judgment iq>oa ttoae 
who are guilty of it. 

iV. The Inevitable lasue (w. 7,8). 

1; Tliey shall go Into captivity (v. 7). 
The northern nation was first in sin, 
therefore first to go into captivity. 
What a striking contrast this picture! 
Instead of lying on ivwy couches 
feasting iip'>n dainties, they are with 
the suflfei'ing exiles. 

2. The certainty of the issue (v. 8). 
It is inevitable because of God's na- 
ture. He is a Ood of Justice. He 
has sworn tiiat Judgment shall fall. 
He is the God of liosts — the controller 
of the whole universe, therefore none 
can ebcap<;. God liates tbe wiclcedness 
of the world, and He will bring into 
Judgment the men and women wlio 
revel in luxury with no concern for 
tlie i>oi)r ;ind needy. Tliough God 
waits long. He does not forget. The 
oidy escape for America Is repditance^ 

Abide In Him. 
And ninv, little cbil|reh, abide in 
Him; that whM He shall appear, we 

may have confidence, and not he 
aslianied at His coming. — I John 2:28.
